Changes Made 

Architect Harold Gimeno of 
Santa Ana has completed plans 
that call for the present snack bar 
to become the new bookstore. The 
bookstore and business office will 
become a storeroom. 

The all-new snack bar will be 
constructed to the east of the 
present student union with a pav- 
ed patio added to the west of the 
present building. 

Plans call for a four-foot wall 
and planters to surround the pav- 
ed patio area. 


_ Two Lines 


New snack bar facilities will be 
expanded so that two lines can 
be served at once and breakfast 
and lunch-time food demands can 
be met. 

The new bookstore, when com- 
pleted, will be the largest and most 
modern in the Eastern Conference 
and will operate on a self-service 
basis, according to Trawick. 

Board ‘Loan 

Cost of the addition has been 
estimated at $30,000 ' with the

many students that a number of 
parking violations have already 
been distributed.

“The Board of Education does 
not guarantee parking space. 
Parking is a privilege — not a 
right.” It has been this point that 
the administration has been trying 
to put across to SAC _ students. 
The fact that we do have enough 
available area is very unusual. 
Aside from the fact that each car 
could find a place to park if 
everyone would cooperate, we also 
have thé advantage that the park- 
ing is free. : 

Many California State Colleges 
not only have a problem finding a 
place to put their car, but they 
also have the disadvantage of hav- 
ing to pay for the privilege of 
looking for a space. 


To use one school as an example, 
this year Long Beach State stu- 
dents had to pay an extra $30 at 
registration time.

Moscow's: Log Cabins Intrigue 
American Teacher Touring Group

National gossip seems to concentrate on Russia this 


month; Khrushchev’s visit monopolizes classroom discus- 


to find that a three day excursion 
doesn’t make one an expert. 

Do the Americans really know 
what Russia is like? 


“When I first arrived I noticed 


that the Russians just stood on 
corners and gawked at me. I felt 
as if they had never seen or heard 
of an American,” Mr. Hartman re- 
called. 


36 Teachers 

Mr. Hartman’s short trip to 
Russia was made possible by the 
American Book Company. The 
corporation provided reservations 
for 86 American teachers who 
joined Mr. Hartman on the ex- 
cursion. 
Moscow, the tourist’s: only in- 
sight on the real life in the Soviet 
Union, was the residence for the 
travelers. Russian personnel serv- 
ed caviar and delicious food, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hartman. 

However, all was not a delight- 
ful sight to the visiting Ameri- 
cans. 

Women Overworked 


“T particularly remember how 
the women manuevered dredges 
in the river; how little log cabins 
actually existed behind ‘trees lin- 
ing the banks of waterways; and 
how the prices of machine-made 
apparel was seven times higher 
than U. S. clothing,” Mr. Hart- 
man said. 

. For school teachers, a trip with- 
out visiting a leading university 
would be comparable to a foreign 
minister not visiting his collea- 
gues. 

Moscow’ University, leading 
school of Russia, was a “must” 
for Mr. Hartman and his friends. 
With two guides, they ambled 
down the corridors of the physical 
science building which is only five 
years old. One poster hung on the 
University walls announcing to 
the students that an anti-clerical 
church was involved in the cor- 
ruption of capitalism. 

Hard Exams 

“The fact which impressed me 
most.about the Russian students 
concerned the entrance exams. 
Only students who receive super- 
ior scores on the strict tests may 
enter the University, a completely 
free . institution,’ Mr. Hartman 
said. 

On the way back to the hotel, 
the teachers viewed Russia’s large 
subway. Many admitted that it 
far surpassed New York City’s 
busy thoroughfare. 

Misses Nixon 

“Just as we were_about to leave, 
Vice-President Nixon arrived.. I 
wasn’t able to see him, but I did 
attend the United States Exhibit 
in Russia after he opened it. I 
might add that ours was far more 
simple and superior to the Rus- 
sian exhibit in New York which I 
viewed before my trip. Surpris- 
ingly enough, Russians were ab- 
solutely intrigued by our common 
implement, the fingernail cutter,’ 
Mr. Hartman explained. 

A visit to Russia certainly 
doesn’t make one an expert, but 
it certainly does give one an in- 
sight to another way of life.
